RED CROSS NURSES 


They May Not Be Sent to China 
In Case of War. 


LEARY OF THE HEATHEN 


United States Must Be Assured That 
China W ill Respect Women 
of the Red Cross. 


One of the phases of the trouble 
in China, 
which 
heretofore 
has 
been overlooked, but which may 
prove to be of great importance, is 
the fact that China is not a party 
to the Geneva R ed Cross conven­ 
tion by which the signatory powers 
bound themselves in time of Yvar to 
respect ihe R ed Cross and to treat 
surgeons and nurses belonging to 
the armies of the enemy as non- 
combatants. 
China did not sign the original 
treaty 
made 
shortly 
after 
the 
Crimean war as a direct outgrowth 
o f the efforts of Florence N ightin ­ 
gale, nor did she join in the sup­ 
plementary treaty in 1882. 
China 
is, in fact, the only one of the great 
powers of the world which has not 
joined in this convention which as­ 
sures the safety of those engaged 
on errands of mercy on the b ittle- 
field. 
It is possible that this fact may 
deter the war 
department 
from 
perm itting 
any 
of 
the 
women 
nurses who are being sent to the 
far east from landing in China for 
duty there. 
This, however, w ill 
depend 
largely 
upon 
the 
view 
taken by our commander in China. 
There are nineteen female nurses 
on the transport Grant with G en­ 
eral Chaffee. 
T h ey were destined 
for the Philippines, but might be 
landed in China if General Chaffee 
considers that the conditions are 
such that they could be useful and 
not put 
into 
unnecessary peril. 
There are also five nurses on the 
Sumner, which sailed from San 
Francisco on the 17th. 
These also 
can be diverted for service in China 
if General Chaffee desires 
Lieut. A n ita N ew com b Magee, 
w ho is in charge of the corps of 
army nurses, says that there are 
now 145 army nurses, practically 
all of whom either are in the P h il­ 
ippines, stationed at the hospitals 
of the various garrisons throughout 
the archipelago, or on their w ay 
there.

John O ’D ay, of Springfield, ¿vlo., 
one of 
the wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens of Missouri, at­ 
tempted suicide in room io6 in the 
Lindeli hotel at 2 *.15 o ’clock yes­ 
terday 
afternoon, 
says 
the 
St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Two phy­ 
sicians are in attendance upon her 
and her condition is pronounced 
very 
serious. 
She 
shot herself 
through the left lung with a ball 
from a 38-caliber four-barreled der­ 
ringer pistol. 
A t the time of the attempt 
at 
suicide M rs.-O’D ay had just with­ 
drawn from the room id which her 
husband and his friend, Mr. E. W . 
Banister, of 55S6 Vernon avenue, 
an attorney-at-law, were 
in con­ 
sultation over a business matter. 
She went into the bath room con­ 
nected with the sleeping chamber 
and locked the door. 
A moment 
later the mufiled report of a pistol 
shot 
was 
heard 
by 
the 
two 
gentlemen from 
the closed bath 
room. 
Mr. 
O ’ Day, 
weak 
from 
a long illness, was not as quick as 
Mr. Banister in springing to his 
feet and rushing to the door of the 
bath room. 
Mr. Banister tried the 
door and found it locked. 
Then 
he threw his weight against it in an 
effort to break it in, but the lock 
was strong and the door was a 
stout one. 
Then he called to Mr. 
O ’ D ay for assistance, 
and again 
threw all his weight against the 
door, but again it failed to open. 
“ 
D on’ t break down the door; I 
will come out,” cried a voice from 
inside the bath room, and Mr. Ban­ 
ister paused as he wirs about to 
hurl hi^ body against the door. The 
door was opened from the inside, 
and Mrs. O ’D ay stepped out from 
the bath room 
into 
the 
larger 
apartment. 
She was very faint 
and seemed to be tottering as she 
tried to walk into the room. 
In 
her hand she held a pistol, and the 
left side of her shirt waist was 
stained 
red with 
blood flowing 
from a wound in the left breait. 
A s she seemed about to fall, Mr. 
Banister caught her and assisted 
her to her bed. 
Then he rang for 
a bell boy and sent him in haste 
for a physician. 
Dr. George F. Hulbert, the hotel 
physician, was in at the time and 
hurried to the room occupied by 
the O ’Days, 
Later he was joined 
by Dr. Brewer, and the two did 
what they could to ease the wom ­ 
an, who, by this time, seemed to 
be suffering greatly from the pain 
of the wound and from the shock. 
Opiates 
were 
administered 
and 
then the doctors 
probed 
for the 
bullet. 
Later a trained nurse was 
sent for and the unfortunate w om ­ 
an given the best of care and at­ 
tention, but the chances are said 
to be about even that her wound 
would prove fatal. 
Mr. O’Day reg istered at the 
Lindeli at 
8 o ’clo ck y esterday 
mo rning , writing his name in a 
shaky and trembling hand o n the 
blo tter. 
He was assig ned to ro o m 
io 6 , went to his ro o m, washed and 
chang ed his linen, and then went 
do wn to breakfast in the ho tel cafe. 
A t 9 o ’clo ck he had finished his 
breakfast and left the ho tel. When 
he returned in half an ho ur he was 
acco mpanied by his wife. He reg ­ 
istered her as Mrs. Jo hn O’Day , 
and she was assig ned to the same 
ro o m with him. 
To Clerk Lewis 
the co uple seemed o n the best o f 
terms, and there was no thing abo ut 
their co nduct o r their demeano r to 
indicate either an estrang ement o r 
an unbalanced co nditio n o f mind 
o n the part o f the wo man.

O ’Day had spent much o f his time 
in St. Lo uis o f late, and abo ut the 
ho tel it was understo o d that he was 
here to receiv e medical attentio n.

Capt. Hogfg: Shot Five Times By the 
Father of a Girl. 


C a r u t h e r s v i l l e , 
Mo., 
July 


31.— Sunday afternoon

wharf it brought the body of Capt. 


George 
E. 
H ogg, 
captain 
and 
owner of the vessel. 
He had been 
killed by Tom McAuliife, of Ten- 
emo, Tenn., after leaving Tenemo 
for Caruthersville. 
McAuliff, who was a passenger 
on the boat, was told that Captain 
H o g g had wronged his daughter 
the night before. 
W hen the boat 
was landed the old man got off at 
his home and armed himself. 
A bou t the time the boat was op­ 
posite 
Gohres 
Island 
McAuliffe 
stepped out to the barge, where 
Captain H o g g was in conversation 
with a passenger, and, without a 
word, emptied the five chambers 
of his pistol into Captain H o g g ’ 
s 
body, killing him instantly. 
It seems that after the first shot 
was fired Capt. H o g g grabbed at 
his assailant, and that the balance 
of the shots were fired into H o g g ’ 
s 
back while the men were clinched. 
A fter leaving the Tennessee side, 
McAuliffe compelled the pilot of 
the boat to land him on the M is­ 
souri side, just below the city, and 
he got off, came to the city and 
gave himself up to the sheriff. 
Yesterday he was taken back to 
Tennessee, 
where he will 
stand 
trial. 
Captain H o g g ’ 
s body was 
taken to Memphis last night, where 
his wife and children reside. 
There is great excitement over 
the killing and the alleged cause 
of it. 
Captain H o g g was a re­ 
spectable citizen of this commu- 
uity. 
He came here last year and 
took charge of the ferry line be­ 
tween Caruthersville and Tenemo, 
Tenn. 
H e had a great many friends 
on both sides of the river.
